HUNDREDS JOIN IN 
PYLONS PROTEST

A WORLDWIDE shortage of 
a vaccine used for treating 
cancer patients has led to a 
man from mid Wales seeking 
help from abroad. 

Steve Houlker has been 
told by the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital that no sup¬ 
plies of the vaccine BCG will 
be available until at least the 
end of 2013 following a fire 
at the Canadian plant that 
manufactures it. 

The 63-year-old from 
Berriew near Welshpool says 
the news could affect up to 
2,000 people in Britain. 

He is going to Brussels in 
Belgium next week to start 
treatment there. 

Although BCG is a vaccine 
for tuberculosis it is recog¬ 
nised for helping to stop 
bladder cancers growing 
back or from spreading. 

Mr Houlker, who runs the 
Upper Rectory restaurant 
had been due to start BCG 
treatment at the RSH. 

The Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust 
said it was aware there was a 
global shortage of a BCG 
drug. “We have contacted all 
of the patients in our care 
who are affected by this to 
discuss all of the alternative 
treatment options avail¬ 
able” said a spokesman. 

Doubts on 
school site 

THE future of Maesbury’s 
former primary school is still 
in doubt despite an offer by 
Shropshire Council to rent it 
to the community. 

The school closed last 
month as part of a shake-up 
of education in the county. 

After an appeal by resi¬ 
dents Shropshire Council 
offered to sell the building to 
the community for 
£250,000, far lower than its 
expecting retail value.

HUNDREDS of protesters have been banging the drum of opposition 
to plans for electricity pylons stretching across mid Wales and Shrop¬ 
shire, linking a proposed substation in Cefn Coch with the National 
Grid north east of Oswestry. 

Up to 150 noisy campaigners turned out at the first of a new round of consultation meet¬ 
ings in Llanymynech on Tuesday night while those organising a demonstration at last 
night’s public meeting in Cefn Coch urged residents to take along drums to make their 
protests known. 

The National Grid, along with Scottish Power and SSE Renewables, have revealed the 
preferred site for a substation to harness energy from wind farms being built in Mid Wales 
at Cefn Coch. A 30-mile corridor for the line taking that power to the National Grid has 


Revamp for 
high street 
is unveiled 

PLANS to transform Oswestry’s ailing 
shopping streets into a vibrant town centre 
have been drawn up by a top councillor. 

Keith Barrow, leader of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, will go to Shropshire Council’s Eco¬ 
nomic Board on Tuesday with proposals to 
revamp grants, encouraging new businesses 
to move into Oswestry. 

He wants to create a pilot scheme for the 
town which would help pay for shop refits 
and refurbishments. 

Funding for the initiative would come 
from the Market Towns Revitalisation Pro¬ 
gramme and would be used to upgrade 
empty shops to help reduce start-up costs 
for businesses. 

Under Shropshire Council’s Revitalisa¬ 
tion Programme, a total of £3.5m was made 
available to help regenerate the county’s 
market towns and rural communities 
between. This included £650,000 for 
Oswestry. 

If the plans were given the go ahead, the 
unitary authority would first carry out a 
survey to see what was needed in 
Oswestry. 

There would also be a survey of where 
over the shop flats and apartments could be 
created, bringing more income. 

If successful the pilot could roll out across 
the county.

Pauline Rhodes, 60, from Wern near 
Llanymynech, said the proposed corridor 
for pylons would go close to her home. 

“We bought the house 27 years ago 
because it had a lovely view,” she said. “We 
are very upset.” 

Underground 

Ian Pollitt, from Pant, called for any 
power cables to be routed underground 
instead of using pylons. 

Jane Taylor, of National Grid, said: “Peo¬ 
ple have been coming along and asking 
questions which is exactly what we are here 
for. We want to listen to what people say and 
other information they can give us.” 

Yesterday there were more protesters at 
the Cwm Llanllugan Community Centre in 
Cefn Coch. 

Joy Sisley from Meifod said there were 
major concerns about the building of a sub¬ 
station in Cefn Coch. 

“I really cannot see how the local road 
infrastructure is going to cope with the 
abnormal loads that would transport the 
transformers,” she said. 

Further meetings will be held at Meifod 
Village Hall on Saturday between 10am and 
4pm, West Felton Village Hall, near 
Oswestry, on August 15 and the following 
day at Llanfair Caereinion Public Hall, both 
running from 2pm to 8pm.

Damage to 
storm-hit 
ground will 
soon mend 

OSWESTRY Showground 
will recover quickly from the 
freak thunderstorm which 
brought the annual show to 
an abrupt end, organisers 
say. 

Heavy rain and hailstones 
forced thousands to dive for 
cover and led to the cancella¬ 
tion of two events in the 
main ring. Those trying to 
leave were forced to sit out 
the downpour until vehicles 
could get off car parks safely, 
while traders found their 
stands ankle deep in water. 

About 18,000 people 
attended the 127th Oswes¬ 
try Show, to enjoy main ring 
entertainment, horses, cat¬ 
tle, sheep and other live¬ 
stock competitions, crafts, 
vintage machinery, food 
stalls and more than 100 
trade stands. 

But at about 4pm a thun¬ 
derstorm hit the showgr¬ 
ound. The storm was des¬ 
cribed as ‘freakish’ by show 
chairman Phil Jones who 
said two events in the main 
ring had to be cancelled. 

But he added: “The rain 
has not done a great deal of 
damage to the showground. 
It was just a flash flood.” 

Earlier this year heavy 
rain at the Osfest music fes¬ 
tival turned many areas of 
the showground into a mud- 
bath. But it recovered to 
allow a full programme of 
events to take place 
throughout June and July.

Appeal on 
arsonists 

ARSONISTS set fire to a 
number of bins in the early 
hours in Welshpool town 
centre. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said it 
was appealing for witnesses 
to the fires which happened 
in bins along Broad Street 
and Hall Street throughout 
the early hours of Saturday. 

Catharine Evan-Williams, 
force spokeswoman, said: 
“Police are investigating 
CCTV but anyone with 
information which could 
help inquiries is asked to

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CAMPAIGNERS will have to find more than 
£2,000 a month if they want to keep their for¬ 
mer village primary school building open for 
community use, it has been revealed. 

Shropshire Council has estimated the current valuation 
of Maesbury Primary School near Oswestry, which closed at 
the end of last term, to be about £250,000. 

To rent the premises out 
to villagers, the authority 
would be looking to claw 
back about £25,000 a year- 
about 10 per cent of the 
value. 

The rent is also likely to 
include insurance, repair and 
maintenance, service charges, 
caretaking and cleaning. 

Villagers are expected to 
meet to decide if they are 
willing to take on the lease. 

In the past, parish coun¬ 
cillors were keen on keeping 
the building for community 
use and feared the near 100 
year old property could be 
knocked down and the site 
used for housing. 

Residents have already 
held meetings, worried if the 
school building is lost there 
will be nothing left in the vil¬ 
lage. 

Local Shropshire council¬ 
lor Joyce Barrow said she 
was happy to support the 
community bid but felt it 
would be a big responsibility. 

She said: “I am happy that 
the council is prepared to 
lease it if that is what it as a 
group wants. 

“I personally feel it is an 
awful lot of responsibility - 
but whatever they decide to 
do I will do my best to help 
them to make it happen.” 

A spokesman for Shrop¬ 
shire Council said: “We have 
indicated the value would be 
around £250,000, but if it 
were developed, subject to 
planning, that could yield a 
much higher figure.” 

The school was closed by 
Shropshire Council as part 
of a countywide shake-up of 
education services.

A CYCLIST injured in a hit 
and run accident has got 
back on his bike to support 
the Help for Heroes charity.

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Care home 
firm fined 
£ 100,000 
over death 

A CARE home firm, which 
runs rest homes in Shrews¬ 
bury and Oswestry, has been 
fined £100,000 for failings 
which led to the death of a 
79-year-old Shropshire 
great-grandmother. 

Joan Bloore was taken 
shopping from Hartlands 
Rest Home in Shrewsbury 
using a walker, despite being 
at high risk of falling, and 
needing a wheelchair for 
outings. 

The 28-bedroom care 
home’s owner D Roche Lim¬ 
ited, which also operates 
another Hartlands Rest 
Home in Oswestry’s Salop 
Road, was fined £100,000 at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court 
on Tuesday after admitting 
two breaches of the Health 
and Safety at Work Act at an 
earlier hearing. 

Company director Declan 
Roche admitted that the 
firm failed to implement 
safety measures to ensure 
the safety of Mrs Bloore and 
failing to undertake a suit¬ 
able and sufficient assess¬ 
ment of the risks associated 
with escorting residents on 
outings. 

Mr Saunders said during 
her 39 days at Hartlands 
Mrs Bloore had suffered two 
falls inside the home. 

Judge Robin Onions said 
there was no indication the 
company had cut costs or 
corners to boost profits, say¬ 
ing its staff to resident ratio 
was one of the highest in 
Shropshire.

Alert over 
fake IDs in 
drinking 
campaign 

FAKE or fraudulent IDs 
used to try and get alcohol in 
Oswestry are being seized by 
police. 

More than 80 documents, 
often belonging to older peo¬ 
ple, have been confiscated 
from under-18s in the town 
since a document seizure 
scheme was launched. 

The scheme is one of sev¬ 
eral projects by the Shrop¬ 
shire Council Oswestry 
Community Alcohol Part¬ 
nership which aims to tackle 
under age drinking. 

Today the partnership 
warned young people 
against using fake or fraud¬ 
ulent IDs to obtain alcohol. 

Trading Standards, West 
Mercia Police and Oswestry 
traders have been working 
together to prevent under¬ 
age sales with traders 
encouraged to ‘ask for ID, 
check ID and seize suspect 
ID’. Any young person who 
looks 25 years or younger 
who is attempting to buy 
alcohol is asked to prove that 
they are at least 18 years of 
age. 

Licensed premises owners 
or licensees have been 
offered training which 
shows them how to check 
cards to make sure they are 
genuine and not being used 
fraudulently. 

Members of staff have the 
power to seize the document 
if they believe it to be fake or 
the person in possession of it 
to be under age.

A MAN admitted causing 
the death of a 71-year-old 
grandfather by dangerous 
driving near Oswestry. 

Trevor Williams, 49, of 
Longfield, Chirk, was driv¬ 
ing a white Mazda pick-up 
truck which collided with 
cyclist Brian Parker, also of 
Chirk, on the B5107 at Trap 
Bank near the town on Sep¬ 
tember 13 last year. 


Father’s perseverance meant 
son's eye cancer was spotted 


WHEN Paul Jones noticed that his son Luke’s eye didn’t look quite 
right he refused to be deterred by a doctor who said all was well or 
opticians who said the two-year-old was too young for an eye test. 

His perseverance led to Luke being diagnosed with a rare form of cancer and immediate 
surgery to remove the eye. 

Today the youngster, now three, plays happily with his brother Ben, two. But his parents 
say things could have been very different had they not taken Luke for the test. Problems 
began last November when Mr Jones, from Monkmoor Road in Oswestry, became worried

Arsonist will 
learn his fate 
at court date 


AN arsonist who set fire to three properties 
in Oswestry has now pleaded guilty to carry¬ 
ing out an act intending to pervert the 
course of justice. 

Paul William Jones appeared at Mold 
Crown Court on Friday and pleaded guilty 
to asking the owner of a fitness centre, dam¬ 
aged in one of the fires, to drop the charge. 

Last month the defendant was warned 
that he may receive an indeterminate sen¬ 
tence for public protection after he admitted 
three charges of arson. 

He pleaded guilty to arson in March after 
setting a fire in a derelict house in Middleton 
Road, Oswestry. 

The following day, he started a fire at Zion 
Fitness Centre at Coney Green in Oswestry 
and then set fire to a signal box at the old 
Oswestry Railway Station, owned by the 
Cambrian Railway Trust. 

Jones, 32, of Maple Avenue, Oswestry, has 
also pleaded guilty to making 11 hoax bomb 
calls to organisations and businesses 
throughout the UK and possessing an offen¬ 
sive weapon, all on March 19. When he was 
arrested in Regent Street in Wrexham he 
had a 10-inch kitchen knife. 

Jones who is remanded in custody, will be 
sentenced at the end of the month. 

Defending solicitor Stephen Edwards said 
that he was concerned that while a psychi¬ 
atric report had been ordered by the court, 
his client had still not been seen. Judge 
Niclas Parry said the defendant had written 
to him saying that he did not want to co¬ 
operate.

His wife Laura took their son to their doc¬ 
tor, who could find no problems, then con¬ 
tacted opticians. After being told by several 
that Luke was too young for an eye test, Mrs 
Jones rang Specsavers in Oswestry. 

Optician Kelly Mayers quickly realised 
that everything wasn’t quite right with 
Luke’s right eye and asked store director 
Darryl Pyper for a second opinion. 

He did further tests which showed a 
growth at the back of the eye and immedi¬ 
ately referred Luke to the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital, where an ophthalmologist 
diagnosed that Luke had no sight in that eye 
as a result of a cancerous tumour, 
retinoblastoma. 

Terrifying 

Mrs Jones said the news was terrifying. 

“Everything happened so quickly,” she 
said. “He was sent to Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital for treatment. His right eye 
was removed on December 16 to eradicate 
the cancer, and he was fitted with a false 
one. He came home the Tuesday before 
Christmas. It was not a good time but the 
cancer was contained within the eye. 

“Further tests at this stage revealed that 
Luke’s condition was genetic but thankfully 
Ben has been checked and has no prob¬ 
lems.” 

“Before we visited the opticians I just 
thought my husband was being a little over¬ 
cautious, but on reflection I’m so glad he 
insisted we visit an opticians and that Spec- 
savers was able to help us. 

“It was a very traumatic time for us all, 
but the diagnosis meant that the tumour 
was removed quickly. I’m not quite sure 
what would have happened if we hadn’t 
picked it up.” 

Mrs Jones said Luke had adjusted well to 
his false eye and will continue to have regu¬ 
lar check-ups. 

Mr Pyper says: “Luke’s story is quite 
unusual, but it does highlight how eye 
examinations can help identify a number of 
other health issues. With children we rec¬ 
ommend getting their eyes checked from 
the age of three, unless like Mr and Mrs 
Jones, you have any concerns in which case 
they should come in sooner.”

Library move

“Plans for transfer are currently being 
put in place and it is hope the opening hours 
will remain the same at the temporarily 
location,” he said. 

Funding from the Welsh Government is 
allowing the improvements which will 
include a new children’s area, more books 
and DVDs and the installation of wi-fi.

Oswestry 21 campaign group member 
Peter Lloyd asked councillors during a pub¬ 
lic question time at a council meeting last 
Wednesday what impact the revised plans 
would have on the capital receipts the town 
council would eventually get. 

He asked how diminished the capital 
receipts would be now that Liberty Mercian 
had revised its plans and also asked: “When 
is information about the capital receipts 
likely to be released? 

“When is the town likely to find out what 
the town is getting from this project?” 

Mayor Councillor Martin Bennett said his 
understanding was that information would 
be released once the final detailed planning 
approval was given for the project. 

He said he was unable to say how the cap¬ 
ital receipts the town council eventually 
receives will be affected by the revised plans 
and also said he was unsure whether that 
information could be made public. 

He told Mr Lloyd: “We will research the 
question and come back to you. We will also 
take legal advice.” 

At a meeting last year, the town council 
said the capital receipts, which at that time 
was thought to be up to £6 million, would be 
used to regenerate the town. 

Meanwhile Morrisons bosses are refusing 
to say what they had planned for the firm’s 
current town centre store.

In addition, he has been president of the 
Oswestry Cottage Hospital League of 
Friends, a member of the Shropshire Yeo¬ 
manry and the Territorial Army and saw 
war service in Italy at Monte Cassino.

CAN I TAKE PAID TIME OFF WORK TO SPEND WITH MY CIVIL PARTNER’S NEW BABY? 

Q: My partner is pregnant after undergoing IVF treatment using a donor egg. She will be taking maternity leave from work and I would like to take some time off work 
after our baby is born. We are registered civil partners in a same sex relationship. I have been in the same job for three years. Am I entitled to any paid leave for this? 

A: Due to your length of service before the baby’s due date, you will qualify for paid ordinary paternity leave (OPL). OPL applies to not only biological fathers but also to 
the mother’s husband or partner, including same-sex partners. 

To take OPL you must give your employer at least 15 weeks’ notice of the expected birth date, stating whether you wish to take 1 or 2 weeks’ leave and your OPL start 
date. OPL can start the day the baby is born or on a pre-agreed post-birth date that must be completed within 56 days. 

You may also be entitled to additional paternity leave (APL) as this also applies to the mother’s partner, including same-sex partner. If your partner doesn’t use all her 
statutory maternity leave and goes back to work, you can take the remainder of her leave off instead (up to maximum 26 weeks), as APL. APL must be taken in one go, 
when your son is between 20 weeks and 1 year old. 

You must give your employer notice that you want to take APL and evidence of entitlement, e.g. proof of your partner returning to work. If your partner hasn’t used up all 
her entitlement to statutory maternity pay or maternity allowance, you may be entitled to additional statutory paternity pay. 

Qualification periods can be tricky to calculate and it is important not to miss any deadlines. It would therefore be wise to take 
legal advice.

TRADING Standards officers 
have warned that the Welshpool 
area is being targeted by gangs of 
rogue traders this summer. 

Their concern is so great that they have 
teamed up with the Office of Fair Trading 
(OFT) to launch a campaign to support res¬ 
idents. 

Research has shown that the elderly in 
particularly are vulnerable with one in five 
saying they are not confident in deciding 
whether to employ a tradesperson and 
found it hard to see through pressure sales 
tactics such as having to pay cash in advance 
or having to make a quick decision to get a 
good deal. 

Ken Yorston, the council’s Trading Stan¬ 
dards Manager, said: “Not all doorstep sell¬ 
ers are bogus. However, unlawful traders 
can be unscrupulous and use a range of per¬ 
suasive tactics to sell seemingly irresistible 
offers to unsuspecting and often vulnerable 
people in their homes. 

“I’m urging everyone who knows or cares 
for a vulnerable, elderly person to make sure 
they are aware of their rights when it comes 
to suspect door step approaches. No one 
should feel pressured into making a rash 
buying decision. If in doubt always think 
twice and get a second opinion.” 

Tips for residents to follow include: 

• Don’t sign on the spot, you can ask them 
to come back at another time that is more 
convenient. 

• Check the trader’s identity, always ask 
for an identity card and look up the organi¬ 
sation to check the salesperson’s identity is 
genuine. 

• Be wary of special offers or warnings 
about your home, don’t get taken in by sales 
banter or high pressure selling techniques.

Anti-pylon protestors bring 
town centre to a standstill

WELSHPOOL was brought to a standstill as hundreds of angry pro¬ 
testers stepped up the campaign against plans to build a 30-mile 
long high voltage power line across parts of Shropshire and Mid 
Wales. 

Over 300 people carried banners and placards and marched through the town’s high 
street last Wednesday night. 

National Grid has announced it wants to install a 400,000 volt line from a new substa¬ 
tion in Cefn Coch, near Llanfair Caerein- 
ion, to an cable in Lower Frankton near 
Oswestry. 

It will link wind farms in Mid Wales to 
England’s national power network. 

The company had arranged a meeting 
with Powys councillors about the scheme 
ahead of a public debate on the proposals. 

Protesters, who were not allowed inside 
the private meeting, quickly organised the 
gathering via e-mail, Facebook, word of 
mouth and the Montgomeryshire Against 
Pylons’ website. 

Slogans 

They met at the top of the town and 
marched to the council offices with 
motorists driving past beeping horns. 

Hundreds lined the entrance road at 
Neuadd Maldwyn forcing councillors to 
walk past protesters shouting their slo¬ 
gans. One of the protest organisers, Alison 
Davies, said she was encouraged by the 
number of people who turned up and their 
strength of feeling. We will continue to 
fight. We are very angry,” she said. Our 
resolve is even stronger than before.” 

Another protest organiser Tudor Jones 
added: “I am happy with the turn-out. We

Railway to run the bat express 


A BAT train will be leaving its platform 
near Oswestry to shuttle wildlife 
enthusiasts into the dusk. 

People will arrive at Llynclys Station 
to hear a talk from Angus Andrew, 
from Shropshire Bat Group, before 
boarding a Cambrian Railway Her¬ 
itage Trust train and heading off into 
the evening, armed with bat detectors, 
to try and spot one.

Police chiefs 
vow to keep 
helicopter 
in the skies 

POLICE chiefs in Mid Wales 
have vowed to step up the 
fight to keep the force heli¬ 
copter in the sky. 

Dyfed-Powys Police could 
see the helicopter replaced 
by a fixed-wing aircraft 
under the UK Government’s 
plans to create a National 
Police Air Service (NPAS). 

But the force said it is 
opposed to the changes 
despite the financial bene¬ 
fits and has vowed to lobby 
MPs. 

Dyfed-Powys Police 
Authority said that under 
the proposals the current 
structure where police 
forces operate their own hel¬ 
icopters would be replaced 
by national air support for 
the 43 police forces in Eng¬ 
land and Wales provided 
from fewer bases. 

Gwyn Hopkins, chairman 
of the authority, said: “The 
authority believes a helicop¬ 
ter is more appropriate than 
a fixed wing aircraft because 
Dyfed-Powys covers half the 
area of Wales and represents 
the largest police force area 
in England and Wales and 
the fourth largest in the 
whole of the UK. 

He added: “The authority 
supports the concept of a 
NPAS provided that the 
level of appropriate air cover 
is maintained.” 

The authority will meet 
with Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies. 


by taking part in the ‘My 
Marathon’ project launched 
in the county last week. 

The project urges people 
to set up their own version 
of a marathon - by running, 
walking, cycling, swimming 
or rowing a mile at a time 
until the 26 miles are com¬ 
plete.

Josh said: “I was told I 
was too young to do a full 
marathon, but along with 
my friend decided to run 
eight laps of my school field 
every day over 26 days. We 
raised over £1,000, and on 
the last day were joined by 
our friends to help us reach 
our goal.” 

Mr Charmley is one of the 
first to sign up to the project 
and said the marathon need 
not be running but perhaps 
taking up a new activity. 

“With the Olympics, peo¬ 
ple might be inspired to be 
more active,” he said. “How¬ 
ever, they don’t need to 
admire the athletes from 
afar, Josh has proven any¬ 
one can do a marathon and 
set their own health targets. 

“From a health perspec¬ 
tive, doing more exercise 
helps prevent long-term 
problems such as heart dis¬ 
ease and strokes.”

selling 

A CAMPAIGN to help people 
deal with unwanted door¬ 
step sellers is being backed 
by Powys County Council. 

The council’s Trading 
Standards Service is joining 
forces with the Office of Fair 
Trading by supporting the 
Summer Doorstep Selling 
campaign. 

There were 550 doorstep 
selling complaints in Wales 
last year, with the elderly 
being particularly at risk. 

One in five people aged 70 
who were interviewed 
admitted to not being confi¬ 
dent in deciding whether to 
employ a tradesperson and a 
fifth of those questioned 
couldn’t see through pres¬ 
sure sales tactics such as 
having to pay cash in 
advance or having to make a 
quick decision to get a good 
deal. 

Ken Yorston, the council’s 
Trading Standards man¬ 
ager, said: “Not all doorstep 
sellers are bogus. However, 
unlawful traders can be 
unscrupulous and use a 
range of persuasive tactics 
to sell seemingly irresistible 
offers to unsuspecting and 
often vulnerable people . 

“I’m urging everyone who 
knows or cares for a vulner¬ 
able person to make sure 
they are aware of their 
rights. 

“No one should feel pres¬ 
sured into making a rash 
buying decision. If in doubt 
always think twice and get a 
second opinion.” 


Lie detector research is led 
by former high school pupil 


LIE detector tests could be used on sex offenders 
across the country thanks to research by a former stu¬ 
dent from the Shropshire/Wales Border. 

Dr Theresa Gannon, who studied A-Levels at Llanfyllin High School, has 
been carrying out research with a team of forensic psychologists. 

Research findings from the team, co-ledby Dr Gannon, could lead to the use of poly¬ 
graph testing, a lie detector, of sex offenders being adopted nationally. 

Researchers from the University of 
Kent’s Centre of Research and Education 
in Forensic Psychology conducted a two- 
year evaluation of a pilot scheme involv¬ 
ing the use of polygraph testing to 
increase disclosures made by sex offend¬ 
ers to probation staff. 

The team’s research findings highlight¬ 
ing the success of the pilot polygraph 
scheme for sex offenders were published 
recently by the Ministry of Justice 
Research Series. 

The pilot polygraph scheme took place 
across the East and West Midlands proba¬ 
tion areas from April 2009 to October 
2011. 

The Kent researchers, co-led by Dr 
Gannon and Dr Jane Wood, found evi¬ 
dence suggesting sex offenders super¬ 
vised in the pilot polygraph scheme made 
more disclosures about their risk. 

Project 

Dr Gannon, who parents still live at 
Bwlch-y-Cibau, Llanfyllin, said: “Those 
taking part in the pilot project made more 
disclosures about entering an exclusion 
zone or contact with children than sex 
offenders supervised under normal pro¬ 
bation conditions. 

“We found that the polygraph pilot was 
effective for a whole range of sex offend¬ 
ers, and perhaps most significantly, sex 
offenders themselves reported finding

the polygraph useful for helping them to 
manage their behaviour in the future. 

“We are pleased to see that our 
research evaluation is being seriously 
discussed by government ministers. 

“The research findings clearly show 
that the polygraph increases communica¬ 
tion between sex offenders and probation 
staff which has to be a good thing for the 
community.” 

Dr Gannon is one of the world’s lead¬ 
ing authorities in forensic psychology 
and both male and female sexual offend¬ 
ing. 

She has written over 100 book chap¬ 
ters, journals and edited books on these 
topics. 

She also treats convicted sexual offend¬ 
ers and arsonists on a weekly basis. 

She said her former headmaster, Dr 
Dafydd Leighton OBE, was a major influ¬ 
ence on her career success. 

“He encouraged me to stay on and do 
my A-levels,”she said. 


Turbines 
scheme 
rejected 
by council 

PLANS to build wind tur¬ 
bines on farmland near 
Oswestry have been rejected 
by councillors. 

An application to site five 
turbines at Spring Hill Farm 
near the village of Selattyn 
was thrown out at a plan¬ 
ning meeting on Monday 
night. 

Members of Wrexham 
Borough County Council 
planning committee decided 
not to allow the plans to go 
ahead after taking on board 
recommendations made by 
council officers. 

The officers said to the 
committee plans should be 
refused as it would harm the 
landscape. 

A report sent to council¬ 
lors said the electricity con¬ 
nection would be to the 
existing supply at the farm 
and would help with a feed- 
in tariff scheme. 

At the meeting on Monday 
Weston Rhyn man David 
Andrews spoke of concerns 
about visual impact. 

He said afterwards: “I am 
delighted, relieved and very 
pleased. 

“My own objection was 
based on the visual impact. I 
don’t like these metal tur¬ 
bines with concrete bases 
and I don’t enjoy seeing 
them in areas of outstanding 
beauty.” 

The applicant was 
unavailable for comment.

Lawyer's 
fears for 
railroaded 
claimants 

AN Oswestry personal 
injury lawyer has called for 
National Road Victim 
Month, which runs through¬ 
out August, to be used to 
raise awareness of the ‘lack 
of respect’ shown by insur¬ 
ers to the victims of road 
accidents. 

Robert Williams, a part¬ 
ner with GHP Legal, which 
has offices in Oswestry, Lan- 
gollen and Wrexham, 
accused insurance compa¬ 
nies of ‘railroading’ victims 
into quick settlements. 

Mr Williams said: “Over 
the last two decades, victims 
of road and other accidents 
have become a commodity to 
be traded, sold on by the 
insurance companies to 
faceless businesses who are 
keen to provide overpriced 
hire cars or to send them to 
claims companies that could 
be anywhere in the country. 

“Being involved in an acci¬ 
dent in the first place is trau¬ 
matic enough, without the 
prospect of dealing with a 
claim through a faceless 
company on the other side of 
the country. 

“Victims need local sup¬ 
port and help from profes¬ 
sionals, whose interests are 
to get the best results, not to 
sell other products. 

“You would not get a rep¬ 
resentative from these com¬ 
panies visiting a client in 
their own home, but if a vic¬ 
tim was too poorly to travel 
a home visit would be 
arranged as the norm.” 
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Free swim 
offer to 
ex-forces 
personnel 

A LEISURE centre on the 
Shropshire/Welsh border 
will be offering free swim¬ 
ming sessions to former 
armed forces personnel from 
next month, it has been 
announced. 

Chirk Leisure Centre near 
Oswestry will be taking part 
in the initiative. 

Under the programme, all 
former armed forces staff 
who have a Wrexham bor¬ 
ough address will be able to 
swim free from September 3. 

Veterans will be able to 
swim at all of Wrexham 
Council’s public swimming 
pools which includes Chirk, 
Waterworld in Wrexham, 
Plas Madoc Leisure Centre 
and the Gwyn Evans Leisure 
Centre. 

The initiative is an exten¬ 
sion of the original Welsh 
Government funded ‘Free 
Swimming’ scheme which 
currently allows people aged 
60 and over and children 
who are under 16 to swim for 
free. 

Wrexham Council is the 
first council in Wales to 
introduce the scheme which 
aims to increase participa¬ 
tion in physical activity and 
improve the health and well¬ 
being of ex-service men and 
women. 

Participants must have a 
Wrexham address and an 
initial administration fee of 
£2 will apply. 


Tiny songbird's important 
role in British traditions 


THROUGHOUT the world animals 
play a significant part in our cul¬ 
ture, from myths and legends of 
giant sea creatures, to spirits, 
potions and Chinese medicine. 

Usually, it has to be said, the animals 
come off second best, but in Britain 
there is a ceremony that pays homage to 
a mighty bird and happily it no longer 
needs the bird to meet an undignified 
end. 

In past times, on St Stephen’s Day (Box¬ 
ing Day), this bird was tied to a staff pole, 
alive and paraded through the streets to the 
accompaniment of music and dance. Soon 
however the real thing was replaced with a 
model and instead the bird’s name was used 
to label the festivities. 

You may think that such a bird would be 
a majestic eagle, a soaring buzzard, a 
grandiose falcon or perhaps an imposing 
raven. But actually the bird atop the flag 
pole was none of these, it was instead our 
third smallest bird; the Wren. 

The ‘wren-songs’ sung by the festival 
goers, asked for donations from the towns¬ 
people. The money was then used to host a 
dance for the town, held that night. The 
pole, decorated with ribbons, wreaths and 
flowers, as well as the Wren, was the centre 
of the dance. 

Before the street parade began, the so- 
called Wrenboys would run off to catch a 
wren from the countryside and then later, 
this was substituted for a mock-up, hidden 
somewhere about town. 

The band of young boys has expanded to 
include girls, and adults often join in. Any 
extra money collected from the townspeople 
is usually donated to a school or charity.

But why the wren? Well they say the 
wren is greater than the eagle, for one 
perched atop an eagle’s head, technically 
overflies it! It is also a symbol of dark and 
earth and indeed its Latin name 
troglodytes means cave dweller. 

This habit is not particularly well 
observed, but wrens certainly do choose 
deep cracks and crevices in which to hide, 
roost and nest. 

Crannies 

If you’ve no gaping caverns in your part 
of north Shropshire, then fear not, wrens 
can often be seen picking their way along a 
dry stone wall, which acts as a good alter¬ 
native to natural gaps and crannies. 

For once I can say that this animal is not 
particularly hard to find or in any danger¬ 
ous decline. It is our commonest breeding 
bird. A recent estimate concluded that 
there may be as many as 40 million individ¬ 
uals in Europe. Having said that, it does 
suffer declines during prolonged, severely 
cold winters and is less abundant in the 
north of the UK. 

It may be small, but the wren is a pugna¬ 
cious little bird and if it doesn’t like the 
look of what it sees in its territory, (i.e. 
you!), it will be sure of letting you know the 
fact. 

I’ve heard them referred to, rather 
unfairly, as a flying walnut, being of a fairly

CAMPAIGNERS against 
setting up an arms’ length 
management organisation 
for council houses in 
Oswestry set up a market 
stall to put their views to the 
public. 

The Defend Council Hous¬ 
ing group says it wants to get 
across to tenants and others 
the members’ fears over 
plans for an ALMO, to run 
the council properties. 

Shropshire Council, 
which would still own the 
homes, is planning to trans¬ 
fer the day-to-day manage¬ 
ment of its 4,200 homes 
across Oswestry and Bridg¬ 
north to the ‘arms’ length’ 
organisation. 

Members of Defend Coun¬ 
cil Housing say that the 
ALMO is a way to sell off the 
homes ‘through the back 
door’. 

Mrs Jean Danby, 76, who 
has lived in council housing 
for almost all her life, said 
housing was needed more 
than ever in this day and 
age.

The new 107 is a stylish city runabout and 
is surprisingly at home on the open road too 
with a great little engine and outstanding 
fuel economy. 

The 107’s economical three-cylinder petrol 
engine, has helped Peugeot take a lead in low- 
C02 urban motoring, and this is now 
strengthened further with emissions of just 
99 g/km of C02. 



Such economies mean there are drawbacks 
though and peak torque only comes at 
around 3600rpm which means high revs are 
pretty normal and careful use of the gearbox 
is needed to avoid sudden losses of speed.

Vision from the driver’s seat is good and 
you won’t experience too many problems 
parking this little model either thanks to a 
tight turning circle. 

The 107 is not built to be pushed too hard 
and you soon encounter body roll if you do 
just that. The ride is a little on the hard side 
too. 

I just love the funky cabin even if it is a lit¬ 
tle too heavy on plastic. It has its own distinc¬ 
tive styling meaning it stands out from many 
rivals. 

Just two airbags are fitted to the basic 
Access model, but the Allure on test had side 
bags as well as two ISOFIX mountings in the 
rear. Curtain airbags are only available on 
the top Allure models, but every model does 
include a system to keep the car stable when 
braking in corners is also incorporated. 

Allure trim also offers Bluetooth, daytime 
running lights and alloy wheels. A more 
sophisticated ESP stability control system is 
optional across the range. 

The steering column only adjusts verti¬ 
cally and there’s no seat height adjustment 
and although you can just about get four peo¬ 
ple inside it is at a cost of boot space where 
the golf club test wasn’t even an option.

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Kermit - it's no Muppet on road 



Kermit, as he is now affection¬ 
ately called, has been a busy, er, 
bee recently. 

From pounding the nation’s motorways to 
being on a speeding train under the Channel, 
‘my’ Fabia vRS has rarely had the opportunity 
to stand still. 

To say that the time spent recently with 
Skoda’s green machine has been fast paced is 
something of an understatement. 

With its modest 178bhp, the Fabia vRS might 
no longer be regarded as a genuine hot hatch - 
that bar has been raised to dizzying heights of 
late - but there’s nothing slow about this car. 

That much I know from the many brisk week¬ 
end cross-country drives I’ve undertaken in the 
Fabia. 

In the dry it’s deceptively quick - the drivers 
of cars I’ve overtaken will no doubt confirm 
that. Crucially, though, you can do it safely and 
swiftly. 

Clever 

The ample power reserves and the engine’s 
clever super and turbocharging technology are 
key to getting the job done with the minimum of 
fuss. There’s no time-zapping lag to worry 
about, just press (hard) and go. Praise must also 
be heaped on the Fabia’s direct shift gearbox 
(DSG), which is standard fit on the vRS. DSG 
transmissions are now a familiar sight, and 
their superior efficiency can do wonders for fuel 
economy. Or, in the Fabia’s case, they can deliver 
rapid shifts without the hesitation and jerkiness 
of a conventional slushbox or the ham-fisted 
efforts of a human. 

That said, after a few thousand miles the ‘box 
does have its quirks. 

Paddles 

For genuinely quick driving, it’s still better to 
take the DIY approach, and with the handily 
placed paddles behind the steering wheel, you 
can do just that.

Changes are still fast, but it pays dividends to 
change down before a corner as the car’s brain 
will often do it afterwards and leave you in a 
higher gear than desired as you make the turn. 

And for all the Fabia’s speediness, it pays to 
be patient around town. 

The common rolling start from slow speeds at 
junctions and roundabouts can fool the gearbox 
into changing down to first when, in reality, sec¬ 
ond gear would do. 

I’ve learnt to pause for a fraction of a second 
before hitting the accelerator as the alternative 
is an occasional clunk from the gearbox as it 
hurriedly downshifts and a decidedly un-Skoda- 
like jerky departure. 

Still, for someone who used to be anti-auto, 
I’m becoming a convert. Around town at least, 
two pedals are definitely better than three. 

So, in spite of the car’s foibles, is the Fabia 
vRS hot or not? 

In real terms very much so. And that was a 
point proved by a whistle-stop trip to Belgium to 
watch some top-class rallying. 


Skoda’s Intercontinental Rally Challenge 
campaign has been a cornerstone of its activities 
for some time now, and with the UK arm having 
won the title in 2011, it was only fair that Ker¬ 
mit should feel like one of the family. A sprint to 
the Channel Tunnel and then another one to 
Ypres proved entertaining and reasonably fru¬ 
gal. 

Stuffed 

Being a bloke, I tend to pack light, but with 
the threat of rain and the prospect of standing 
in numerous farmers’ fields for two days, the 
Fabia’s boot was stuffed with coats, boots and 
the usual safety kit to keep me legal when on the 
road. 

It’s at times like this when I can feel smug 
about choosing the estate over the hatchback. 

Size-wise the Fabia is no Superb, but its boot 
swallows an awful lot of stuff. The folding 
divider that doubles as the false boot floor is a 
clever idea as it stops your cargo from rolling 
around. Plus, the little rubber handle on the 


tailgate makes closing it a breeze - and keeps 
your hands clean. 

In the end, Skoda UK’s man didn’t win but 
another Fabia did, so it was still trebles all 
round for the Czech firm at the end of two fun 
days of spectating. 

The experience also confirmed that there’s a 
lot of love for the brand in the rallying commu¬ 
nity. 

Sure, they’re dominating at the moment, but 
having spotted numerous Fabias - it helped that 
a few were green like mine - lining the roads it’s 
clear that support is strong. And so far I count 
myself as one of those impressed by the brand 
and its cars. 

The Fabia vRS is always going to be a left-field 
choice and is hardly representative of the many 
more sensible Skodas chosen every day. 

However, despite now being very much a 
mainstream car maker, the vRS sub-brand illus¬ 
trates Skoda’s mischievous personality is alive 
and well and not just reserved for its adverts.

Rachel clinches third World Cup win in a row 


RACHEL ATHERTON clinched 
her third UCI World Cup win in a 
row in the French mountain resort 
of Val d Isere. 

The mountain biker delayed the 
start of her 2012 World Cup season 
because of a serious shoulder 
injury, but she has dominated the 
series so far with victories at round 
two in Val di Sole and then consec¬ 
utive wins at round four (Canada’s 
Mont St Anne) and round five 
(Windham Mountain, USA). 

This year’s circuit has consisted 
entirely of muddy or hard-packed 
tracks so Val d’lsere’s loose dirt and 
rocks left all of the riders changing 
their styles to deal with the unex¬ 
pected nature of the surface. 


The weather held off for the 
majority of the top runners in the 
qualifying session. 

Rachel put in another perfect 
run to post the fastest time of 
2.45.935, 1.8 seconds ahead of 
world champion Emmeline Ragot. 

In the men’s, Gee Atherton 
made a few mistakes up on the top 
section but was still rewarded with 
a fourth spot just four-tenths off 
fastest qualifier, New Zealand 
rider Cameron Cole. 

Marc Beaumont finished just 
outside of the top 10 in 12th spot. 

A crash in the morning’s practice 
session took the wind out of Rachel’s 
sails but, for the race run, she 
seemed to switch off from her injury. 


Once again the French led the 
charge. Floraine Pugin put in the 
fastest time in 2.42 but it was 
always going to be about Ragot and 
Atherton. 

Ragot was next down and as 
expected she went quicker than 
Pugin with a 2.40. 

Mistakes 

Rachel hit the track hard and 
rode the top section really well. 

A couple of small mistakes in the 
middle section had the crowd on 
their toes but she held it all together 
to fly across the line in 2.38. 

This extended her lead in the 
overall series. “I am so happy,” she 
said. “I think this is the most nerv¬ 


ous I have been all year. This track 
is very, very difficult. 

“One day it’s dry and then it’s 
really, really wet. Tyre and suspen¬ 
sion changes are so important, and 
ou don’t know how it’s going to be 
e on your race run.” 

Atherton now leads the series 
overall with 1,200 points to 
Ragot’s 1,120, Myriam Nicole 
holds a distant third at 892 points 
going into the final round in Nor¬ 
way in September. 

In the men’s race, GT’s Beau¬ 
mont was one who got it right as he 
chased down World Cup leader 
Aaron Gwin. 

Beaumont was eight-tenths 
down at split one but reduced that 


to just two-tenths at split two 
before losing a little on the bottom. 

He crossed the line eighttenths 
behind, going into third spot. 

But Gwin’s time wouldn’t hold 
as South African Greg Minnaar 
took half a second out of it before 
Gee stepped up to the mark, taking 
the lead in 2.19.9 with three more 
to go. 

Kiwi rider Brook McDonald 
pushed Atherton back a spot but 
neither of the last two riders did 
enough to oust Atherton from sec¬ 
ond, Beaumont finishing seventh. 

In the series overall, Atherton 
has closed the gap to second-placed 
Greg Minnaar to just 19 points 
with Beaumont staying 10th. 


Century and boundary catches 
extend lead at top of division 


ANOTHER century from Warrick Fynn and 
two last over boundary catches by Sam Hux¬ 
ley helped Oswestry’s cricketers extend their 
lead in Division Three of the Birmingham 
League to 16 points with a winning draw at 
Streetly.

Landlords warned 
to carry out check 


SHREWSBURY landlords are 
being urged to carry out an 
assessment on their properties - 
to help control the threat of 
Legionnaires’ disease. 

The Health and Safety Executive (HSE) is 
directing residential property landlords, or 
their managing agents, to comply with a 
recently revised Approved Code of Practice - 
Legionnaires’ disease: the control of 
legionella bacteria in water systems. 

Legionella are bacteria common in artifi¬ 
cial water systems such as storage tanks, 
pipework, taps and showers. People can 
catch the disease if they inhale into their 
lungs tiny water or vapour droplets carrying 
the bacteria. 

Illness starts with flu-like symptoms, but 
can develop into lung infections or pneumo¬ 
nia, which can prove fatal in one in 10 
patients. 

“The new guidance underlines new legal 
requirements for landlords or their agents 
to ensure the risk from legionella - in all 
forms of water systems found in residential 
rented premises - is fully risk assessed and 
controlled,” said Dorian Gonsalves, chief 
executive officer of the country’s leading 


residential lettings specialist Belvoir, which 
has an office in Shrewsbury. 

“Landlords and property management or 
lettings agents must identify and assess 
potential sources of exposure and take steps 
to prevent and control such risks - keeping 
detailed records of their findings and recom¬ 
mendations for at least five years.” 

Whilst legionella bacteria are usually 
associated with larger water systems, such 
as cooling towers in commercial buildings 
and hospitals, they can thrive and multiply 
in hot or cold water systems and storage 
tanks in flats and houses, and can be spread 
through the property by showers and taps. 

A Belvoir spokesman added: “There is 
now a need to check and inspect properties 
which may have a water supply with tem¬ 
peratures between 20C and 45C since 
plumbing systems need to run at 60C to kill 
off the bacteria. 

“Particular attention should be paid to 
water storage and header tanks, thermosta¬ 
tic mixing valves and to the potential for any 
build-up of debris, such as sludge, in a sys¬ 
tem. A risk is also posed if water could 
become stagnant in an under used area of 
the property - for example taps, showers or 
washing machine pipes.”

Night on the town - police 
help revellers to stay safe 


The British drinking culture conjures up images of people staggering through 
streets and getting in fights. Is that really the case in Shrewsbury? 
PETER KITCHEN joined police officers in the town’s West End to investigate. 


A GROUP of women a bit worse 
for wear stagger awkwardly, bare¬ 
footed, across Shrewsbury’s 
Bridge Street car park - the noise 
they make after leaving a nearby 
club growing with every step. 

They then turn towards two nearby police 
officers, and one starts shouting at the top of 
her voice. 

“You’re doing a really good job,” she yells. 
“And we really mean it.” 

The amusing episode is met with a polite 
thank you from the two officers and the ladies 
carry on their merry way. 


It’s not the only conversation officers have 
with revellers in Shrewsbury town centre on 
a relatively calm Friday night - and by no 
means all of them are as jovial as this one. But 
it is part of a renewed drive by police to have 
a more visible presence on traditionally busy 
nights. 

Dubbed Operation Summer Presence, offi¬ 
cers in Shrewsbury, Oswestry and Bridgnorth 
spend most of the night on foot patrol 
responding to incidents and providing reas¬ 
surance to and advice to people on nights out. 

Sergeant Claire Greenaway, based at the 
town centre police station, said: “It is about 
having high-visibility patrols and the preven¬ 
tion of crime rather than just its detection.”

In Shrewsbury, officers have powers to tell 
people causing a nuisance to leave the town 
centre, and confiscate alcohol being drunk on 
the streets. Police also walk through busy bars 
and clubs with the co-operation of owners and 
doormen. 

On this Friday night, every police officer on 
duty in Shrewsbury town centre is on patrol. 

There is a team of 12 officers, including a 
number of community support officers, plain 
clothes officers and regular police. 

A mobile van on the Bridge Street car park 
is a focal point for anyone with an incident to 
report. 

Sergeant Greenaway said the operation in 
Shrewsbury had been running for four weeks 
and was welcomed not just by landlords and 
club owners but also people on nights out. 

She said: “I want to have a mobile police 
unit here on busy nights for people to come 
and talk to us, ask advice and report incidents. 

“People have been coming up to us and hav¬ 
ing a chat and we pick up all kinds of informa¬ 
tion - it has been spot on. 

“We are working with door staff, who keep 
a track of rejections from bars, and are all 
linked to us by radio so we can react quickly if 
something happens. 

“Officers are also passing out safety advice 
to ladies, urging them to stick together and 
not to go anywhere in the dark on their own. 

“Generally if we do tell people to go home or 
leave the town centre they do - some are quite 
thankful for our intervention as they didn’t 
want to spend the night in a cell.” 

What is immediately striking about the 
police’s latest campaign is how approachable 
officers are. Wherever we go on patrol people 
can ask questions and engage in conversation 
with officers about the police’s work, poten¬ 
tial trouble and the atmosphere in the town. 

It’s clear the officers are enjoying their 
work - Sergeant Greenaway and officers with 
her are on friendly terms with regular rev¬ 


ellers who they know from past patrols and 
door staff and management at venues such as 
the Source Bar, Montgomery’s Tower and 
Revival. 

Sergeant Greenaway said: “Crime has 
dropped - I have asked for more officers and 
the community team has recognised that this 
is an important place to be as it is the county 
town. As a team there is a personal sense the 
town should be the best it can be. Everyone 
knows the officers, they are easy to approach 
and that is what we want.” 

It wasn’t always this way - lots of work has 
gone into issues such as homeless people act¬ 
ing aggressively, and stopping people drinking 
on the streets. 

Arrested 

The atmosphere is almost too jovial and 
relaxed - and no sooner has Sergeant Green¬ 
away commented on how few problems there 
have been when the radio crackles. An officer 
has detained a man allegedly in possession of 
cannabis. As we reach the man in another 
part of town he is none too pleased to see a 
journalist and photographer in tow - and he 
starts getting aggressive. A police van is called 
in, the man is arrested and taken away. 

It proves to be the only incident of note dur¬ 
ing the evening - and it is noticeable how 
swiftly the officers switched from a relaxed 
frame of mind to the business-like approach 
needed to stamp out trouble. 

The police are supported by street pastors - 
volunteers from churches in the town who go 
out during busy nights to help people in need. 

Paula Howells, one of the pastors, says 
there are 17 volunteers in Shrewsbury who 
help people and hand out ‘spikeys’ for people 
to put in bottles to stop their drinks being 
spiked. She said: “We are out to listen, care 
and help people - and we are always on the 
lookout for more volunteers to join us.”

PEUGEOT was never going to 
be left behind in the city-car 
market and the 107 is a genuine 
player in this highly competi¬ 
tive sector. 

The new 107 is a stylish city runabout and 
is surprisingly at home on the open road too 
with a great little engine and outstanding 
fuel economy. 

The 107’s economical three-cylinder petrol 
engine, has helped Peugeot take a lead in low- 
C02 urban motoring, and this is now 
strengthened further with emissions of just 
99 g/km of C02. 



Such economies mean there are drawbacks 
though and peak torque only comes at 
around 3600rpm which means high revs are 
pretty normal and careful use of the gearbox 
is needed to avoid sudden losses of speed. 

The restyled 107 is instantly recognisable 


by the changes to the car’s front, with a 
deeper lower front panel with a housing for 
the front fog lights, LED daytime running 
lights and a redesigned front bumper. 

There are three trim levels on offer which 
are in line with the naming strategy of other 
Peugeot range models (Access, Active and 
Allure). Within these trim levels, features 
such as Peugeot Connect Bluetooth and USB 
and LED daytime running lights are now 
available for the first time on the 107 range. 

Innovative 

The range also offers better equipment 
with air conditioning now standard on Active 
level versions, alloy wheels and rev counter, 
Peugeot Connect Bluetooth and USB stan¬ 
dard on Allure level versions. 

Prices are competitive, starting from 
£7,995, and with Peugeot’s innovative Just 
Add FuelTM personal finance package, buy¬ 
ers can drive it away with three years’ fully 
comprehensive insurance, three years’ war¬ 
ranty, three years’ servicing and three years’ 
roadside assistance, all for a single fixed 
monthly payment. 

And on top of that you won’t have to fork 
out for an excise licence - the Peugeot 107 is 
zero-rated thanks to its emissions level.

Vision from the driver’s seat is good and 
you won’t experience too many problems 
parking this little model either thanks to a 
tight turning circle. 

The 107 is not built to be pushed too hard 
and you soon encounter body roll if you do 
just that. The ride is a little on the hard side 
too. 

I just love the funky cabin even if it is a lit¬ 
tle too heavy on plastic. It has its own distinc¬ 
tive styling meaning it stands out from many 
rivals. 

Just two airbags are fitted to the basic 
Access model, but the Allure on test had side 
bags as well as two ISOFIX mountings in the 
rear. Curtain airbags are only available on 
the top Allure models, but every model does 
include a system to keep the car stable when 
braking in corners is also incorporated. 

Allure trim also offers Bluetooth, daytime 
running lights and alloy wheels. A more 
sophisticated ESP stability control system is 
optional across the range. 

The steering column only adjusts verti¬ 
cally and there’s no seat height adjustment 
and although you can just about get four peo¬ 
ple inside it is at a cost of boot space where 
the golf club test wasn’t even an option.

Sitting comfortably 
in the luxury class 


In the gold-plated world of the 
luxury saloon, Mercedes’ S-Class 
is king. 

In recent years, the German firm’s luxo- 
barge has undergone a radical transformation 
from visual wallflower to striking contender for 
‘boldest saloon of the year’ award. 

Contrast this with BMW’s 7 Series. The pre¬ 
vious generation car came out of the blocks in 
2002 rocking a radical new look that divided 
opinion. 

The current fifth generation car is a notice¬ 
ably more sober machine. Where the S-Class 
wears the latest in cutting-edge Italian clothes, 
the 7 Series opts for Hugo Boss. 

Still, this approach hasn’t harmed the big 
BMW’s chances. Demand for the car globally 
remains strong - especially so in emerging mar¬ 
kets where the petrol models are often the 
default choice - while Europe still has a soft 
spot for the diesel variants. 

Only one thing was holding the car back: its 
ride. Compared to the more recent and 
advanced cars from Mercedes and Audi, the 7 
Series lacked the same level of precision and 
comfort, which is hardly ideal for something 
pitched at the executive and chauffeur markets. 

This, then, is a thoroughly revised 7 Series, 
aimed squarely at the competition. 

What do you mean you can’t see any changes? 
OK, so it’s fair to say that BMW’s exterior 
designer was on a three-day week as the 
changes are limited to tweaks to the grille and 
new LED headlights. Granted, the latter is a big 
improvement, just don’t go looking for major 
sheet-metal adjustments. 

Progress has been made, though. Consider¬ 
able gains have been made in the ride and com¬ 
fort departments, plus in boosting economy and 
reducing emissions across the range, thanks in 
part to the standard fit inclusion of a new eight- 
speed auto gearbox and engine stop-start. 

For diesel users - that’s the popular 730d and 



performance orientated 740d - that means a 
sub-150g/km C02 rating for the former. 

For the 750i petrol V8 model tested here, 
there have also been useful reductions in run¬ 
ning costs, and this model does much to high¬ 
light BMW’s impressive efforts with its 
Efficient Dynamics programme. 

The 443bhp V8 is no slouch, propelling the 7 
Series to a sub-five-second zero to 62mph time 
and on to an electronically limited 155mph. 

But what’s really clever for a car of this size 
is its figures: 32.8mpg economy and 199g/km 
C02, a result of BMW’s engineers tinkering 
with the engine’s Valvetronic technology to 
modify the intake system during periods of low 
activity. 

This isn’t as aggressive as Audi’s cylinder 
shutdown approach but, in BMW’s words, it’s 
more like ‘dimming’ them. 

While a diesel model is more appropriate for 
cash-poor Europeans, the 750i is almost 
a default choice for buyers in emerging mar¬ 
kets. And its performance should give a good 
indication as to how the cooking diesels will 
behave with the same mechanical changes. 

To counter the criticism of the old car’s incon¬ 
sistent ride quality, self-levelling rear suspen¬ 
sion is now a standard feature across the range. 
This, combined with various detailed changes 
to the suspension hardware, delivers a welcome 
improvement when driving over mixed surfaces 
and the predictable potholes that scar urban 
landscapes the world over. 

Also welcome is the inclusion of BMW’s Eco 
Pro mode in the grandly titled Driving Experi¬ 
ence Control system. 

Essentially, this offers the driver another 
choice alongside Comfort and Sport, and 
enables a firmer or softer ride, weighty or fin¬ 


ger-light steering, the appropriately comple¬ 
mentary damper settings and, crucially, engine 
mapping to match the various modes. 

For many, Comfort will offer a consistent bal¬ 
ance of plush ride and engaging steering, 
although thankfully the Eco Pro setting doesn’t 
stifle the car’s potential either and does much 
to get you close to those impressive economy fig¬ 
ures. 

If you need a gentle reminder as to what 
mode you’re in, the car’s new lOin digital dis¬ 
play changes colour to match. 

Don’t worry, BMW hasn’t embraced the 
1980s with a Casio-style cheese-fest of digits. 
It’s more like Jaguar and Land Rover’s efforts, 
with the display replicating analogue clocks. 

But here’s the clever bit; they can be redrawn 
depending on the mode, so you’ve got a blue- 
tinged theme and ‘eco meter’ for Eco Pro and a 
red-themed display with oversize numbers for 
Sport. 

The facelift has also allowed BMW to add the 
wealth of recent new hi-tech kit from lesser 
models, such as web-connected services, high- 
end audio options, intelligent headlights and 
enhanced electronic safety and convenience 
aids. 

Overall, then, this mid-life uplift for the 7 
Series has done a good job of keeping the car in 
touch with the competition. 

Buyers at this end of the market are often a 
conservative bunch, which helps put the oh-so- 
subtle exterior changes into perspective. 

What’s more impressive is the step forward 
in ride comfort. Don’t forget, this car and its 
longer wheelbase cousin are key movers in the 
executive chauffeur industry, and the new car’s 
set-up has done much to banish the shimmy 
and shake of the old car. 

Factor in BMW’s relentless approach 
towards boosting fuel economy and you’ve 
got a more rounded and appealing proposi¬ 
tion.

Hector is hoping he can follow 
example of last Royals loanee 



SHREWSBURY Town’s latest loan ranger Michael Hector admits he 
would love to follow in the footsteps of the last player the club bor¬ 
rowed from Reading. 

He has quickly been informed that he’s the first Reading man to join Town on a tempo¬ 
rary basis since Icelandic international Gylfi Sigurdsson, now an £8 million Tottenham 
Hotspur midfielder, three and a half years ago. 

Hector, a classy central defender, has signed for Shrewsbury for six months to enhance 
his development and stressed he would love to make a similar impact to Sigurdsson follow¬ 
ing his switch to Shropshire. 

“They’re big boots to fol¬ 
low but hopefully if I can do 
half of what he’s done that 
will make me feel happy,” 
said Hector. “I trained with 
Gylfi for a year or so at Read¬ 
ing and he’s a very good 
player. Hopefully I can have 
a bit of an impact like he had. 

“He always had that abil¬ 
ity and everyone at Reading 
knew he was going to move 
on to bigger and better 
things. 

“He came through from 
the youth set up and that 
shows what a good youth set 
up Reading have. Hopefully 
I can follow in his footsteps.” 

Hector, 20, is rated highly 
by Reading boss Brian 
McDermott and signed a 
new two-year deal with the 
Premier League newcomers 
shortly before Town chief 
Graham Turner beat off 
competition from a number 
of clubs to entice him to the 
Meadow. 

Test 

“It’s been going well at 
Reading,” said Hector. “I’m 
not ready just yet to play for 
their first team so hopefully 
coming on loan here I can 
prove to people that I can 
play in League One and then 
hopefully move up. 

“It will be a very good test 
and hopefully when I go 
back to Reading I can show 
them that I can play in the 
first team.” 

Hector has previously 
been loaned by the Berk¬ 
shire club to Irish outfit 
Dundalk and last season he 
played 27 games during a 
successful loan spell at Bar- 
net in League Two. 

It was during his time at 
Underhill that Hector 
became aware of how 
Shrewsbury like to play the 
game with the East Lon¬ 
doner watching from the 
stands when Town won 2-1 
at Barnet as the club’s pro¬ 
motion push gathered pace. 


He recalled: “I watched 
them last season at Barnet 
as I was injured at the time. 

“They looked a good team 
and passed the ball well. 

“When I heard they 
wanted me they were a team 
I wanted to join. 

“This is a great club and 
the ground and the town 
looks like its ready to go 
higher in the league. 

“Hopefully this is going to 
be a good lean spell for me. 

“I knew about the team 
before signing but I didn’t 
know where Shrewsbury 
was in the country. 

“Moving away from my 
family is a big thing but it’s 
good to get away and get 
stuck in. 

“I live in London but it’s 
good up here. It’s more 
relaxing and I can concen¬ 
trate on my football with no 
distractions.” 

Hector has quickly settled 
at the Meadow and relished 
the challenge of being 
thrown straight into a series 
of challenging pre-season 
games which saw him up 
come against international 
strikers in Nikola Zigic, 
David Nugent and Kevin 
Doyle. 

“It’s been a good test play¬ 
ing against Championship 
teams that are looking to get 
back into the Premier 
League,” he said. 

“That’s where I want to be 
playing, that sort of level, 
and it’s a good experience. 

“It’s great playing against 
top strikers, a good chal¬ 
lenge, and our team has 
done really well against 
them. It should hold us in 


good stead for the season.” 
Hector stressed he had also 
been impressed with Darren 
Jones, his central defensive 
partner in his early weeks at 
the Meadow. 

He added: “We’ve been 
training together and get¬ 
ting to know each other’s 
strengths and weaknesses. 

“Hopefully we can build a 
good partnership for the 
season. He reads the game 
well and he’s deceptively 
quick. ” 

The countdown is now on 
to Town’s first competitive 
match of the campaign with 
Hector insisting he cannot 
wait for the chance to play at 
Leeds United’s Elland Road 
in the Capital One Cup on 
Saturday. 

The biggest crowd he’s 
played in front of was just 
under 10,500 when Barnet 
lost at Swindon in the John¬ 
stone’s Paint Trophy semi 
final last season - but that 
figure should be eclipsed this 
weekend. 

Hector smiled: “When I 
first joined I looked at the 
fixtures on the club’s web¬ 
site and I was gobsmacked 
the teams we play so early in 
the season. It’s going to be 
really good. 

“It will be a great first cou¬ 
ple of competitive games for 
Shrewsbury with Leeds and 
then Sheffield United away 
in League One.
